HOME FOR THE YOUNG 


Wr, Martin, of Falton, Proposes a Re- 
formatory for.the Youths. 


HE INTRODUCED TWO BILLS YESTERDAY 


One Provides for Institutionsto Be Main- 
tained by the Counties, and the Otber 
Puts Them Under the State, 


In his recent message to the general 
assembly, Governor Northen laid particular 
stress upon the necd in this state lor TFe- 
formatories for juvenile -offenders. He 
quoted prison reports» to show the great 
number of mere boys now serving sentence 
iu the chaingangs and convict camps, abd 
expressed the behet that in thus alaiudet- 
ing these young malefactors to their fate, 
the community was siuply manufacturms 
professional criminals and suwing a whirl- 
wiud for the coming years. 

This vigorous and. humane appeal was 
met at yesterday's session of the house by 
iwo bills introduced by Mr. Martin, of 
Vulton. This is not by any means the first 
time that legislation of this sort bas been 
framed. The last bill on the subject was 
a well remembered measure drafted and 
espoused by Dr. Felton, but which failed, 
owing chietly to what were regarded as 
intrinsic defects. The chief objection to 
it was that it made no provision for the 
separate handling of county convicts, charg- 
ed with misdemenunors, and state convicts, 
convieted of felony. It was thought that 
confusion would ensue in attempting to 
eure for all these in one institution. More- 
over it Was understood that the bill was 
opposed hy the lessees, and this exercised 
a powerful intluence against it. 

The. first objection overcome in the 
present ipstance by separate provisions for 
county convicts. Mr. Martin's tirst bill 
provides for the creation of County or mu- 
nicipal reformatories which may be estab- 
lished in the following manner: Upon ree- 
oMmendation by the grand jury, a special 
élection is called and ihe question primarily 
submitted to the people. If the vote is fa- 
vorable, the ordinary or county commis- 
kioners (in the case of a eounty) or the 
Inayor and council (in a city) are author- 

iZed to proceed with the purchase of a 
Suitable site and the erection of adequate 
buildings for the reformatory prison. 

In this bill no special restrictions are 

laid down, the exigencies of each particnu- 
lar locality being allowed to determine 
the size. pnd character of the buildings. 
It is simply provided that all county 
or municipal convicts of sixteen vears or 
under be there contined, and that that there 
shall be mreans of separating the sexes and 
colors, The object is set forth to be the 
imprisonment, humane treatment and ulti- 
mate reformation of the inmates. It is 
also specified that the reformatory shall 
be made as nearly self-sustaining as pos- 
sible. 
The other bill for the state 
iS Inoere complex. It begins with a clause 
providing for the appointment of three 
eominissioners by the governor. One must 
be a farmer of practicat experience and 
successful record, one a physician of emi- 
hence in his profession and one a business 
an known for his good sense and sound 
Judgment in affairs. These ‘three are to 
take an oath to faithfully and impartially 
perform the duties of their office and they 
may be at any time removed by the gov- 
ernor for cause, 

They are authorized to select a site for 
a state reformatory. It must be good agri- 
cultural land and ofan area not less than 
+00 nor more than 1,000 acres. The price 
IS Dot to exceed $10 an acre and the total 
cost of land and improvements, not inclus 
61ve of buildings, 10 be $10,000 or dess. 

Qn this tract is to he located the refor- 
matory. The bill provides for the further 
Approprration of S1O.000 to erect the build- 
Ings, Which will be of the sinyplest charac: 
ter, and to purchase stock and agricultural 
implements. A further sum of 815,000 is 
to be set aside for maintenance until the 
Mustitution gets in running order, when it 
as expected it will support itse’f. 

Although the main employment will be 
agricultural, the purpose is to introduce jn- 
dustrial pursuits in time. It is stipulated, 
however, that under no circumstances shall 
the INIA Los he tllawed te eome te CON. 
petition with free labor. This has been the 
stumbling block of similar institutions in 
other southern states, 

Shae wa clause provides that after the 

vblis ent of the reformatory al pris- 
oners coming within the stipulated years 
shall be transferred thither and thereafter 
judges shall sentence such juvenile offend- 
ers to the reformatory, Isbead of the 
prison or chaingang. oth bills were re- 
ferred to the committee on prisons.

Physical Pools. 

Direatly after the reading of the journal 
senate resolution No, 2, in reference to 
“nhysical poos,’ was read. ‘The resolution 
Was reported back by the committee on 
‘ailroads, to whom it had been referred, 
with a recommendation for its passage.

son, of Quitman, rose and addressed the 
house in opposition to the measure. It was 
avowedly based, he said, upon mere 
rumor, and it was folly to further antago-

Even if such pools or combinations were 
contemp.ated, what damage, he asked, could 
be done to the public. If the great traus- 
portation couypanies decided to adjust a 
rete and divide the profits among them- 
selves, who was injured? The legislature 
now exercised an almost despotic power 
over the railroad interests that had built 
up and developed the country and one by 
one crushing and oppressive laws are driv- 
ing these companies into bankruptcy. At 
all events why not wait and see whether 
an illegal and dangerous combination was 
about to be formed. Mr. Harrison made a 
powerful and impassioned argument and 
closed with a motion to table the bil. 

Mr. Martin replied favoring the resolu- 
tion.

The Next bill read Was that of Mr. Cum- 
ming, of Richmond, to amend the code sv 
us tu authorize nore than ole election pre- 
cinct in certain militia districts containing 
Inco¥porated towns and cities.

Mr. Reagan, of Henry, asked unanimous 
consent to have a local Dill taken up out 
of its order, Several noes were heard and 
the house was evidently unwilling to de- 
part from the order of the calendar.

A vote was taken but failed to develop 
a quorum. This was repeated with similar 
results and when the elerk for a third 
time made the count without reaching 
the requisite eighty-eight the point avas 
made that no quorum Was present. 

“The only way to settle the question,” 
enid the speaker. “is to call the roll. The 
clerk will proceed.” 

The roll cali resnited in ayes 104, nays 
none, passing the bill. 

The bill by Mr. Bioodworth, of Monroe, 
to authorize coroners to use eounty con- 
stables for the service of summonses to wit- 
hesses, jury and others at inquests was 
next read. Before it was put to a vote Mr. 
Bloodworth stated briefly that this and two 
other bills of a collateral nature were mere- 
lv in the interest of economy. The bill was 
then passed. 

The bill by Mr. Hodge, of Pulaski, to ex- 
tend the authority of boards of road c¢om- 
missioners, ordinaries or county judges was 
rend. This bill is very elaborate and pro- 
vides that upon application of one-tenth of 
the voters of any county an election may be 
calied to submit the provisions of the act to 
the public. 

Mr. Hodge took the floor to explain the 
measure. It Wis he eid to correct the old 
law on the subject, by which the grand jury 
may vest the authorities of a county with 
almost unlimited power in regard to the 
working . opening and maintenance of 
roads, The effect of this is to saddle the 
people with an expense Jaw at the whim of 
n dozen grand jurors who cannot be said in 
any sense to represent public sentiment. 

This bill, Mr. Hodge went on to say. took 
thie operation of the road law ont of the 
hands of the grand jury and placed it with 
the people at a popular election. It did not 
change the jaw but merely changed the 
method of putting that law into effect. The 
iscussion was ip progress when the hour 
of adjournment arrived and action was 
postponed until today.

It seems rather peculiar to advocate 
a step to correct an evil when they are uucer 
ta'n whether that step will correct the evil 
they say exists, The gentlemen whom I have 
heard express this opinion are lawyers, whose 
judgment I greatly respect and if they are 
doubtful of the success of the remedy I don't 
see how anybody could feel assured that ii 
would accomplish all that is chiimed. As I 
said. unless I ean be convinced that this new 
division will furnish the relief which it is 
cla.med is necessary, I shall oppose the bill.”’
